Selectmen give thumbs down

WILMINGTON - With dozens of 
concerned residents in atten- 
dance, the Board of Selectmen 
unanimously voted to support the 
Housing Partnership's decision to 
oppose a new 142-unit housing 
complex proposed for a Salem 
Street neighborhood at Monday 
night’s meeting. 

The proposal presented by 
Princeton Properties was shot 
down last week by the partner- 
ship and achieved similar results 
from selectmen and skeptical res- 
idents who felt that the develop- 
ment was being “shoved down 
their throat.” While some offi- 
cials based their disapproval of 
the complex on potential water 
drainage problems, others in 
attendance said simply that the 
development would harm the 
character of the neighborhood 
and compound traffic and popula- 


tion growth problems. 

“No matter how you slice this, 
this is a cluster development,” 
said Selectman Michael McCoy. 
“I think we should do everything 
we can to kill this type of develop- 
ment in our town.” 

One of the major reasons the 
partnership voted down the plan 
last week was the lack of a suffi- 
cient buffer between the develop- 
ment and abutting residents. Ac- 
cording to recent partnership 
memorandum, Princeton had 
proposed a 10-foot buffer for the 
adjacent properties. However, 
Director of Planning and Conser- 
vation Lynn Duncan told officials 
that the town’s bylaws called for a 
landscaped buffer of at least 20- 
feet. 

While Andrew Chaban, who rep- 
resents Princeton Properties, 
said that problems such as the 
lack of sufficient setbacks were

game gears up 


being worked on, some residents 
remained hard to sell on the plan. 
“I’ve never heard so many com- 
ments from so many different 
boards about a development be- 
fore,” said James Murray of 
Salem Street. “It just goes on and 
on. I think [Princeton] is not 
addressing the problems, but 
playing a shell game with us.” 
Although the members of the 
partnership had stated that they 
understand that the project is in 
the preliminary design stages, 
they believe that the plan is not 
able to allow for any flexibility for 
dealing with water and safety 
concerns and contend that 
Princeton Properties has not 
responded satisfactorily to their 
previous concerns. In addition, 
officials worry that the proposed 
development’s proximity to the 
larger 204-unit Avalon Oaks com- 
plex on Ballardvale Street will be

too much of a crunch for the oth- 
ers residents that live and attend 
schools in the neighborhood. 

“You are all impacting the same 
area,” said Selectman Daniel 
Wandell to Chaban. “The people 
down there have really had 
enough.” 

Despite Chaban’s indication 
that approximately 20 percent of 
the units would be labeled as af- 
fordable housing, town officials 
said that this was not the way 
that they had hoped to bring 
affordable units to town. 

“We're not turning our back on 
affordable housing issues,” said 
Town Manager Michael Caira. 
“We are going to continue to work 
for them, but not there.” 

Rep. James Miceli, who also at- 
tended the public hearing, said 
that he planned to convey the 
community's dissatisfaction to 
the Massachusetts Housing 
Finance Agency. 

Also during Monday’s meeting, 
Principal Assessor Humphrey 
(Skip) Moynihan informed the 
board that when compared to the 
seven surrounding communities 
and 32 similar communities in the 
state, Wilmington currently rates 
as having the lowest average 
homeowner tax bill. Statewide, 
Moynihan said that the town 
ranks 168 of 351 in lowest residen- 
tial tax bills 

“The town is booming to say the 
least,” said Moynihan.

CUSTODIAL ACCOUNT 


Many families have found it advanta 
gedus to open custodial accounts for minor 
children. Using the Uniform Transfers to 
Minors Act, parents, grandparents - any 
generous donor may transfer assets to 
certain tax bene 
¢ taxable to the 
child, not the donor or parents. 

It’s important that the donor name some: 

the custodian, so that the asset can 
¢ considered part of the donor's estate. 

Though mary custodian parents simply 
stash away the gift, the law gives them wide 
leeway in spending it on anything appropri 
ate for the “use and benefit” of the child, 
but not for those expenses that are the par 
ents’ legal support obligations. Assets and 
income might be used for “extras” like pri 
vate school, piano lessons or a computer 
Be aware, though, that colleges consider 
custodial funds to be fully available assets 
in determining financial aid 

Most important: custodians must not use 
the funds for their own purposes. They 
would be liable for taxes and could be sued.

Backyard Birding 


It’s a fine feathered mix, we’ve 
gotten ourselves into this time! 


by Hugh Wiberg 
Weather conditions dictate, to a 
large extent, the “mix” of birds we 
ve in our yards each fall and win 
fer 
When the snow cover is very 
heavy in Quebec and Ontario, we 
are more likely to see red breasted 
nuthatches, evening grosbeaks, pine 
siskins, and redpolls. These species 
will travel severa! hundred miles 
south into New York State and New 
England searching for food, when 
severe winter conditions prevail up 
north. Four winters ago there was 
4 massive influx of common red 
polls here in Massachusetts, and I 
remember a flock of over 50 of them 
which for several weeks dined at 
our sunflower seed feeders here in 
North Wilmington. With relatively 
moderate winters recently, these 
“northerners” were almost non

existant hereabouts from '95 
through '97. This is the fun of feed- 
ing the birds; you never know for 
sure what you will see from one day 
to the next. 

In last month's column, I men- 
tioned that there was a cormorant 
in the pond across from the Wilm- 
ington police station. I referred to 
that bird as a “sea duck.” Bill Merrill 
of Pinewood Road in Wilmington 
called to question the use of the 
words “sea duck,” pointing out that 
cormorants are not members of the 
duck family. To clarify; the words 
“sea duck” are used (primarily) by 
coastal Mainers to I.D. this bird 
This might be thought of as a nick 
name for Cormorants, and Bill is 
correct that this bird belongs in a 


distinctly different category of shore 
birds. Nice catch, Bill! 

Ispotted a pair of Carolina wrens 
in our yard on November 4. Now, 
three weeks later, we see them 
almost every day scrabbling around 
in the leaves looking for food. I 
received a call from D.J.W. on 
Andover Street in Wilmington last 
week, to report the sighting of a 
single Carolina wren. This perky

ous white stripe over the eyes. Caro- 
lina wrens are common from cen- 
tral New Jersey south, and they are 
slowly expanding their range into 
central New England. 

Also seen for the first time this 
fall was a single red breasted 
nuthatch at a sunflower feeder in 
Bill Merrill's side yard. This smaller 
of the two nuthatches and the Caro- 
lina wrens bring our fall/winter 
running inventory to 17, just one 
behind the total count of last year. 

R.S. of Wilmington called to say 
she has been watching a tiny bird in 
her yard which she had never seen 
before, and was unable to identify. 
(Mrs. S. has hinted broadly that she 
would like for Santa Claus to bring 
her a copy of Peterson’s Eastern 
Birds for Christmas. ). Although this 
bird has not come to her feeder yet, 
she has observed it through her 
binoculars and says its repetitious 
behavior seems rather curious. It 
starts low on the main trunk of a 
tree, and skitters upward, to the 
very top, probing the bark as if 
looking for food. Its beak is long 
and curved. The bird is whitish 
below and brown above. With this 
good description it was not difficult 
to identify the bird as a brown 
creeper, pictured on page 213 of the 
Peterson guide. This little fellow, 
almost always seen alone, is prob- 
ing the bark of the trees looking for 
insect eggs and larvae. 

It is fun to speculate on how 
severe the winter will be based on 
casual weather observations. Over , 
the last 35 years, I have pretty ‘ W 
much concluded that the later the ‘ 
migrating summer birds leave for 
southern climes, the milder the 
winter will be. Although I don’t 
want to be held to this, I will specu- 
late that the winter of '98-'99 will be 
on the mild side, snowfall and tem- 
perature wise. The purple grackles 
were almost a month late before 
they finally disappeared a week or 
so ago. Around Great Bay (near 
Portsmouth in southern New Hamp- 
shire) I saw Great Blue Herons and 
kingfishers still hanging around on 
November 19, two or three weeks 
later than they usually depart. In 
eastern Mass, sightings of blue- 
birds are still common. Bluebirds 
usually go south around early to 
mid October. 

Again, I invite your phone calls 
if you see an unusual bird, or if you 
can add to our winter inventory. In 
the December column, I will run 
through the species we have re- 
corded at our feeders so far and add 
any new sightings. My phone num-- 
ber is 658-5852, and you can catch 
me evenings except Mondays.

Wilmington Conservation Commission 


Long yardage ahead for driving range 


By KARIN ROUND 

WILMINGTON - Applicant David 
Middleton's proposed drivingrange 
at 937 Main Street has landed in the 
rough, but he still has a few shots 
left. Middleton presented a revised 
plan to the Conservation Commis 
sion, but the public hearing on the 
project has been extended again, 
due to a delayed septic system ap 
proval. Without that, according to 
their policy, the commission can 
not issue an Order of Conditions. 

Other concerns need to be re- 
solved too, such as how to keep 
stray golf balls out of the wetlands. 
Middleton wants to erect a nylon 
mesh net fence, angled at a two-ft 


ve researched this quite a 
aid Middleton later, “and we 
's a good alternative.” 

A two-inch pipe would anchor 
the netting. From this center pipe, 
the mesh would run 130 feet in both 
directions. The fence could be 
hauled in at the end of the season 
with a crank and pulley system 
Middleton said that it would re- 
quire no maintenance and that it 
wouldn't snag. However he didn’t 
know the manufacturer's name or 
whether the fence would require 
additional supports. So commis- 
sion members asked him for more 
information and pictures of an in- 
stalled fence. 

“Ihave some concerns about the 
effect on wildlife,” said John Keeley, 
Assistant Director of Planning and 
Conservation. He worried that the 
fence would present an obstacle to 
ducks and other birds 

Because of the total wetlands 
area affected by the project, 
Middleton was also advised to sub- 
mit a filing with the state Depart- 


ment of Environmental Protection 
to satisfy the Federal Clean Water 
Act. Other amendments to the plan 
were suggested. Middleton noted 
that lights, proposed earlier, had 
been removed from the plan 

The commission also asked for a 
replication plan. Essentially, this 
would show where wetlands would 
be created to compensate, ona two- 
to-one ratio, for the area affected 
by this project. If 5 square feet of 
wetlands were filled for the project, 
the plan would specify where an- 
other 10 square feet would be set 
aside as wetlands. The plan should 
also specify lot grades and 
plantings. The public hearing was 
continued again until January 6. 

Other business. Because the 
riverfront boundary near Seneca 
Lane needs confirmation, nine pro- 
posed house lots there and another 
on Tacoma Drive were tabled for a 
later meeting after extensive dis- 
cussion. 

“It's a little bit of a moving tar- 
get,” said Chairman James Morris 
about the riverfront delineation. 
“There's no point in arguing until 
we know the performance standards 
we have to meet.” 

Applicant Joseph Langone has 
grandfathered permission to build 
all the house lots. Some houses 
crowd the wetland areas more than 
others. Another problem is that 
Langone doesn't want to use gut- 
ters and downspouts to handle roof- 
top runoff on some of the houses, 4A 
conservation commission policy 
specifies that rooftop runoff should 
be directed to dry wells or infiltra- 
tors. 

“These lots are in a pine forest,” 
said Langone. “You can’t expect 
the homeowner to clear the gutters 
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two or three times a year. That’s a 
problem here.” Needles from trees 
100 feet away from a house could 
still clog the gutters, he said. His 
representative, David Jordan of 
Andover Consultants, said that the 
crushed stone in the filter around 
the foundation would serve as ap- 
propriate drainage under the cir- 
cumstances 

Member Dick Patterson agreed 
that pine needles easily plug gut 
ters, even from distant trees. Oth- 
ers were worried that if water ap- 
peared in a basement, homeowners 
would install gutters that would 
redirect water onto driveways and 
into the street. Jordan countered 
that owners might also take gutters 
down if they run into trouble with 
ice dams. 

“There's no perfect solution,” 
said Morris “but gutters and 
drywells are the best compromise 
in most situations.” Keeley indi- 
cated that a compromise on the 
gutters might be worthwhile if pine 
trees were left standing. That issue 
and the boundary delineation as it 
affected all ten properties will be 
resumed on December 16th 

When Marshall Industries be- 
gana project to replace their septic 
tank and repave their parking lot at 
33 Upton Drive, the project grew 
larger than they expected, by about 
3 ft. That’s how much taller their 
parking lot would have risen had 
they followed the initial repair plan 
Instead with the approval of the 
planning board, they created a new 
site plan and installed a new septic 
system. The company sought the 
commission's approval to recon- 
struct the parking area. 

“Our goal is to make the lot 
better than it was,” said Richard

CarMart Subaru

According to Public Health Di- 
rector Greg Erickson, Car Mart 
plans to extend the 42 foot high 
vent stack which emits the paint 
fumes to the maximum allowed 
height of 48 feet 

Although odor problems contin- 
ued after Car Mart installed a 
higher stack earlier this year, they 
hope the further extension will 
move the fumes high enough so 
they won't descend on abutters’ 
properties. 

In case this height is insufficient 
to protect neighbors from the 
paint smell, Car Mart will apply to 
the Board of Appeals for a special 
permit allowing them to raise the 
stack to a height of 60 feet. Before 
Car Mart can apply for the special 
permit, they need an abutters list, 
which takes seven to ten days to 
obtain 

Car Mart protluced documents at 
the hearing which showed the 
p to extend the stacks were 
already ordered, Erickson said. 

“] don’t know if it will solve the 
problem, but the court said it 
would,” Erickson said. 

Despite Car Mart’s failure to 
comply with two Board of Health 
orders to abate the odor, on July 
13 and Aug. 18, and the persis- 
tence of the paint smell after the 
first hearing in front of the Clerk 


Magistrate on Oct. 22, Erickson 
felt it was wise to allow Car Mart 
a last chance to abate the paint 
odor nuisance before pursuing 
criminal charges 

A criminal trial would take 
months, allow the paint odor prob- 
lem to continue long past Dec. 22, 
and would not guarantee an end to 
the problem. If Car Mart were 
found guilty, fines would be 
assessed, but the problem could 
linger, Erickson said 

Ina similar case, a company was 
fined $300 per complaint, but did 
not cease emissions until the 
Attorney General fined them 
$4,000. 

“If they were willing to pay the 
fine, the odor nuisance could per- 
sist, and it might never be solved,” 
Erickson said. “And after six 
months of court, if we only smelt 
the paint on four occasions, and 
fined them $4,000, they’d laugh.” 

Rather than take an adversarial 
approach, Erickson said it is more 
effective to work with Car Mart to 
devise a solution. 

It is with this spirit of coopera- 
tion that Erickson made some 
suggestions to Car Mart, who 
could continue painting cars 
under present conditions. 

Erickson made two requests of 
Car Mart for the period before the 
stacks are extended: to cease auto 


body painting in their auto body 
shop, and farm the work out to 
other companies until the stacks 
were extended; or to cease auto 
body painting on days when winds 
would carry the paint odor onto 
abutters properties until the 
stacks were extended 

The requests are non-binding, 
but if more odor complaints are 
registered with the Board of 
Health, they would seek to expe- 
dite a criminal complaint, and

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Terrific season ends 
in overtime

Minutes after Dennis Ingram 
tried to explain what just happened 
to reporters, he sat in front of the 
Wilmington bench, eyes filled, and 
a look of complete despair 

Peter Bamberg flung his 
sweatshirt over his neck and onto 
his face, talking to himself, won 
dering what just happened 

Head coach Dick Scanlon 
couldn't explain it either, all he 
could do was clinch his fists in 
hopelessness. 

What all three of them witnessed 
and several hundred others, was a 
ride of emotions in a span of about 
four minutes of soccer play and ten 
minutes in all 

After 79 minutes of scoreless 
soccer, Wilmington scored on an 
incredible goal with 51 seconds re- 
maining in the game.

Androstenedione is one of sev 
eral hormone based supplements 
that have become enormously popu 
lar with athletes, especially after 
news surfaced that Mark McGwire 
of the St. Louis Cardinals used it as 
part of his training regime 

The inevitable thinking that fol- 
lowed is if it helped the most sue. 
cessful single season home run hit- 
ter in history, it can certainly help 
athletes everywhere. Whether or 
not that is true, no one is certain of 
the possible negative effects of 
androstenedione. 

“Andro,” as it is commonly re- 
ferred to is a precursor to the male 
sex hormone testosterone and is 


relationship between use of 
Androstenedione and detrimental 
health effects 

However, artificially boosting 
testosterone levels may cause a 
variety of health problems, not un- 
like anabolic steriod use. Changes 
in mood, acne, and hair loss can 
occur in male 

Females can experience andro- 
genic effect like facial hair and 
squaring of the jaw. Irreparable 
damage can be done to the repro- 
ductive systems in people of either 
sex. Young athletes using hormone 
based supplements will likely expe- 
rience unique effects due to their 
age. 

In the teenage years, so much is 


happening in the body that it seems 
logical that introducing additional 
hormones into the fray will likely 
elicit harmful outcomes 

For example, bone growth may 
beretarded, and an athlete may not 
reach true height (potentially dev- 
astating for basketball or volley- 
ball players). One must remember 
that once damage like that is done, 
it is likely to be permanent 

Using supplements that are ei- 
ther hormone based or influence 
hormone function in the body is just 
not a good idea. 

Athletes of all ages can achieve 
tremendous improvements in 
strength, muscle mass, and overall 
sports performance through well 


planned training and nutrition. Re- 
garding sport specific skills, no 
power or pill will improve hand eye 
coordination, dexterity, or foot 
speed. 

There is, however, one very ef- 
fective way to improve all of these 
factors: practice! Relying on some- 
thing in a bottle to do the work is a 
mistake. Practice, hard work, and 
smart training are the tried and 
true keys to success,

Review: Adam Sandler again 
plays the role of the lovable idiot 
in this story about a dim-witted 


waterboy who becomes a star 
playing college football. 
Sandler is Bobby Boucher, a 
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backwards lad who is so domi- 
nated by his mother hat he isn’t 
even allowed to talk to girls or 
attend school. The 31-year-old 
loser spends his time being a 
professional waterboy for col- 
lege football teams, whose play- 
ers regularly pick on him. 

When he gets a job as water- 
boy for a sad, stupid team, 
coached by Henry Winkler, he 
takes out his years of pent-up 
aggression on the team’s 
quarterback, and everyone real- 
izes he can hit the stuffing out 
of people.

Review: This is a taut 
thriller, with a surprise twist at 
the end, that will hold your 
interest throughout. 

Having said that, it should be 
noted that Bruce Willis, who 
plays a power-hungry General, 
missed a prime opportunity to 
have one of the more memo- 
rable tough-guy roles in recent 
memory, and instead comes off 
as someone who is all talk, with- 
out any way to back it up. 

The plot revolves around a 
series of terrorist bombings that 
take place in and around 
Brooklyn, New York, with 
Denzel Washington playing a 
FBI agent assigned to bring the 
terrorists to justice. During his 
investigation he encounters 
Annette Benning’s character, 
who is very interested in the 
investigation.

“Hey dude, where did you get 
that totally cool day calendar?”

“Having undergone extensive 
changes in last year’s handbook, 
middle school principal Evander 
French Jr. recommended only 
minor changes to the handbook 
this year. The changes include 
the following: reinstating book 
bags, swing sites do not have 
locker space large enough to 
accommodate the bags, deleting 
the breakfast program, 


strengthening discipline action 
where mandatory community 
service may be an alternative to 
suspension. 

“McCall's handbook serves as 
a calendar to jot down daily 
assignments with allotted space 
for long term projects and test 
and quiz scores. Included in the 
handbook is a ‘Dear parent’ 
tear-out page to be signed and 
returned to school after the par- 
ents have read and discussed 
the rules and regulations with 
the child. 

“Committee members enthu- 
siastically commended its struc- 
ture. Kathleen Bodie said, 
“You're doing an excellent job of 
helping the kids learn how to be 
organized. I’ve seen it with my 
own children and it’s probably 
helping a lot of other kids as 
well.” 


Carded in 
Tewksbury 


“The School Committee unan- 
imously approved a new mod- 
ernized report card for the sys- 
tem’s third, fourth, and fifth 
grade students,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“According to Curriculum 
Director Joseph Walsh, the 
upgraded reports were designed 
‘to bring the report card more 
closely in line with the elemen- 
tary curriculum, which has 
changed dramatically over the 
years, and to computerize the 
grade reports to provide more 
accurate records and reports of 
student academic progress and 
achievement.’ Walsh also added 
that a committee of elementary 


school teachers and administra- 
tors had collaborated over the 
past two years to answer the 
School Committee’s request for 
a new report card. 

“The new cards will be print- 
ed up by a computer, rather 
than being written by hand as 
they had been prepared in the 
past. Also, through this new 
process of preparing grades, 
students’ progress will now be 
able to be tracked through the 
school system. 


“Along with the cards, the 
committee also agreed to imple- 
ment a new grading system 
which will be implemented in all 
four of the community's elemen- 
tary schools. Up until now each 
elementary school was able to 
devise their own grading sys- 
tem. Furthermore, Walsh said 
that the new elementary grad- 
ing system is the first move in 
formulating a system uniform 
throughout the town’s schools, 
including the middle and high 
schools. 


“Under the new system, an 
elementary student earning a 93 
to 100 will receive an ‘A’ grade; a 
90 to 92 translates to an ‘A-’ 
rade; and an 88 to 89 is consid- 
ered a ‘B+’ grade. There are no 
‘A+’ grades issued and a 64 or 
lower is a failing grade or ‘E’ 
grade.

75% don’t realize its consequences 


Diabetes kills one American 
every three minutes but survey 
results released today show that 
7 percent of Americans don’t 
realize how deadly the disease 
is. 

The survey, conducted by the 
Juvenile Diabetes Foundation 
International (JDF), showed 
that three out of four 
Americans, most of whom 
describe themselves as “health- 
conscious,” significantly under- 
estimate the frequency of dia- 
betes-related death. Of survey 
respondents from the Northeast, 
60 percent were unaware of the 
increasing incidence of diabetes. 

The survey also found that 38 
percent of Americans wrongly 
believe that insulin treatment

“And the results of 
the survey show that our man- 
date to find a cure for this dev- 
astating disease is more impor- 
tant than ever.” 

In the United Sates, approxi- 
mately 16 million people have 
diabetes and 120 million people 
worldwide have the disease. The 
World Health Organization esti- 
mates that the number of people 
with diabetes will reach 300 mil- 
lion worldwide by the year 2025. 

The nationwide diabetes sur- 
vey, conducted in September of 
1998, included 451 persons over 
the age of 18.

The MAR data specifically 
shows that condo sales 
increased statewide by nearly 
1,000 units over the comparable 
period last year, climbing from 
2,939 sales in the third quarter 
of 1997 to 3,902 from June- 
September of this year. Sales of 
detached single-family homes 
rose more modestly, from 13,638 
closings in the third quarter last 
year to 14,459 in the third quar- 
ter of 1998, but that was due in 
part to a shortage of listings in 
some markets, Still, this year’s 
third quarter sales level sets a 
new record for residential sales 
in a three-month period, sur- 
passing the 14,041 sales in the 
second quarter of 1987. 

“This market is one for the 
record books, and buyers, as 
well as sellers, are benefiting,” 
stated MAR President Mary 
Crowley. “With income levels up 
and 30-year mortgage rates 
averaging less than 7 percent 
the entire summer, housing has 
become increasing more afford- 
able for most buyers.” To illus- 
trate her point, she said at 
today’s rates the monthly pay- 
ment on a $150,000 mortgage 
would be about $80 less than a 
year ago ($979 in 1998 vs $1,057 


in 1997), which ‘in turn, would, 


allow for the purchase of almost 
$12,000 more home ($161,940 
mortgage in 1998 vs. $150,000 
loan in 1997) over last year. 

Furthermore, the state 
Legislature's approval of new, 
higher capital gains tax exclu- 
sions ($500,000 for married cou- 
ples ($250,00 for singles) on the 
sale of a principal residence has 
meant significant savings for 
current homeowners anxious to 
move. “The more favorable 
treatment ° capital gains has 
taken the tax consequences out 
of the homebuying decision for 
many seniors and empty-nesters 
and allowed them to buy down 
especially to the condo market,” 
Crowley said. 


Regional data from the MAR 
report clearly shows the impact. 
Condominium sales rose in all 
seven regions of the state during 
the third quarter of 1998 over 
the comparable period last year. 
In fact, double-digit sales 
growth occurred in every 
region, with the most impressive 
increases occurring in the 
Central (+76%) and West 
regions (+45.1%). 


In the detached single-family 
home market, regional sales 
gains were less consistent but 
still quite strong. Healthy sales 
increases occurred in five 
regions, with Worcester County 
(Central) Cape Cod and the 
islands, the South Shore, and 
southeastern Massachusetts all 
exceeding the statewide rate of 
sales growth between the third 
quarter of 1997 and 1998. 

By month, sales of detached 
homes rose 12 percent in July 
and 6 percent in August, before 
slipping 1 percent in September, 
while condo sales improved 36 
percent in July, 28 percent in 
August and 18 percent in 
September vs. the same months 
in 1997. In the first nine months

“The bumpy 
road on Wall Street has had very 
little effect on the main streets 
of our cities and towns,” she 
said, noting that most buyers 
don’t rely on stock funds to 
finance home purchases.

Holiday tradition 


Twelfth Night Cake 


A fresh, full tree dripping 
with tinsel and sentimental 
ornaments, mistletoe over the 
doorways, eggnog in the punch 
bowl - what would the season be 
without these holiday symbols 
scattered throughout the house? 

Among the foods that are tra- 
ditionally linked with Christmas, 
fruit cake automatically comes 
to mind. This year, how about 
adding another tradition to the 
table? A delicious Twelfth Night 
Cake. 

Early Twelfth Night Cakes 
were baked with a bean in one 
side, a pea in the other and a 
number of cloves throughout 
(documented to a party at 
Whitehall, 1613). The host or 
hostess cut the cake into equal 
slices for the guests, with men 
receiving slices from one side 
and women from the other. The 
man who found the bean 
became king of the feast; the 
woman who found the pea 
became the queen; those who 
found the cloves were courtiers. 

The king of the feast could 
order his subjects to play his 
favorite game, dance, sing 
recite, poems, play charades or 
anything else. In some circles, 
the king would have to host the 
party the next year, and the 
queen would have to make the 
next year’s cake. 


According to one custom, the 
youngest child present distrib- 
uted the pieces. Among the 
French Creoles, a napkin would 
be placed over the cake while it 
was being cut and served so that 
if the bean was exposed, no one 
would see it. The following 
recipe is perfect to serve to fam- 
ily, friends and other visitors to 
help celebrate this festive holi- 
day season. 

In a large bowl, cream the 
butter and 1 cup of the sugar 
until light. In a separate bowl, 
beat the egg yolks until thick 
and lemon-colored, and add 
them to the butter-sugar 
mixture. In another bowl, beat 
the egg whites until stiff, but not 
dry. Fold in a second cup of 
light brown sugar, and add this 
to the first mixture. In a bowl, 
sift the flour, mace, cinnamon

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Decorate the Tree With Victorian Spirit 


(MS) — The Christmas tree is usually the focal point of 
holiday spirit in the home, and every tree reflects the tradi- 
tions of the family that decorated it. 

In the Victorian era, people reveled in rich colors and tex- 
tures. So, they adorned their Christmas trees with nosegays, 
silk tassels, paper and fabric fans, ornate glass ornaments, 
ropes of pearls and gold beads, and cornucopias. During the 
winter evenings before Christmas, Victorians would create 
these beautiful ornaments and place them on their trees. 

To bring a 19th-century holiday into their home this year, 
people can create their own authentic Victorian decorations 
with these instructions from “365 Ways to Prepare for 
Christmas” (HarperCollins), by David E. Monn. 


NOSTALGIC NOSEGAYS 
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Small gold or white doily 
Fabric rose 

12 inches of ribbon that matches the rose, -inch thick 
Tape 


Stick the stem of a fabric rose into the center of a small 
gold or white doily, pinch it so it gathers around the flower, 
then turn it over and secure tightly with tape. Tie a 12-inch 
length of 4-inch matching ribbon once around the tape, and 
leave the ends as streamers. Use the stem to attach to the tree. 

For a more romantic look, use a red heart-shaped doily 
You also could use a larger doily and wire together bunches 
of dried flowers, like tea roses, baby’s breath, heather and 
Statice. For a seasonal touch, add some cinnamon sticks.

Tewksbury has certainly had the better of this 64-year rivalry, 
particularly in the last 15 years when they have won 12 games, 
however, Wilmington comes into this Thursday's match-up with

“Not one event in either town brings so many people together. Both 
teams have a lot of pride at stake and it's truly something special." 

Wilmington hosts this game and for them this is the big Fish they 
have been searching for to reel in. Now they have to prove that they 
can do it. They have a strong team and they are facing a Tewksbury 
team who is down onits luck, so now's the time. The last time they beat 
the Redmen was in 1991 at Doucette Field, while the last home victory 
came in ‘84, 

"You can say all you want about who looks stronger on paper and 
who is the pre-game favorite," said Aylward, the second-year head 
coach. "Two years ago, we were 9-1 and [won the Super Bowl] and

Mistakes have proven to be vital over the last two years. Last year, 


Wilmington committed many mistakes, leading to the 35-14 romping. On the other hand, Tewksbury has turned the ball over 16 times in nine games this season, something 
they are hoping to avoid, while, Wilmington hopes continues. ; 

“All three years now we come into this game feeling very confident that we'll come out with a win," Almeida said. " Last year we put ourselves in situations were we couldn't | 
win. We muffed three punts, turned the ball over at our 1, gave them the ball several times inside our ten and we weren't ready for their defense. They were blitzing eight 
guys - we made some adjustments in the second half and we started to move the ball, but those early mistakes really hurt us." 

The key match-ups in this game will be Wilmington's deep running attack against the Tewksbury defense that at times have struggled against the run, The other match- 
up is Tewksbury's passing game against Wilmington's secondary who at times have also at times struggled this season. 

Wilmington's running attack is led by the trio of junior Eric Banda, senior Mike Gennetti and sophomore quarterback Josh Hiltz with Bob French, Matt Minghella and Mark 
Jepson chipping in, Banda leads the team with 90 carries for 660 yards, while, scoring eight touchdowns. Looking to stu‘f this tough group will be a defense led by tackle Mike 
Deshler, linebacker Sean Penney and sophomore Ryan Carlson who has provided good run support from his cornerback position. . 

Tewksbury junior quarterback Tom Sullivan has showed glimpses of brilliance with his athleticism and strong arm, but has also endured a tough first season as a starter. 
He has a good core of receivers led by senior tight end Mark Morris (24 catches, 360 yards) and senior ends Justin Halloran and Brad Wagstaff. Tewksbury will also try to 
get the ball into the hands of senior flanker Tyler Welch, and junior running backs Erik Hamilton and Jay Stamp who are dangerous receivers out of the backfield. Looking 
to intercept a few passes of Sullivan's will be Dave DeAmato, Mike Gennetti, Josh Hiltz and Jonathan Aprile. 

While those are the key match-ups, the game could turn on Tewksbury's running game with junior tailback Erik Hamilton (108 carries, 667 yards). The Red's most effective 
running play is the sweep with Hamilton going outside. Wilmington has been susceptible against that play at times this season. 

Wilmington only passes the ball about a half a dozen times a game, but if Tewksbury is able to stop their running game like they did last year, then those tosses could make 
a difference. Hiltz has a very good target in senior Dave DeAmato, a tight end, who knows that eyes will be on him. The tri-captain has scored three touchdowns in the last 7

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The go-to guy: Dave DeAmato

Wilmington High senior tri-captain Dave DeAmato 
knows he will be a marked man come Thanksgiving 
morning. He likes that 

Over the past few games, DeAmato has stepped 
up his play a few notches. The tight end/safety has 
been a force on offense, with three touchdowns in his 
last two games, six in all, as well as being the team's 
best defensive back 

To put it simple, he is a big time player who makes 
big time plays. 

"Dave is a very important guy in our offense he 
knows that and Tewksbury knows that," said head 
coach Bob Almeida. 

DeAmato says that heis regarded as a top weapon 
makes him player better. 

"T like it that they will probably put their best D- 
Back onme," the senior honor role student said. "It's 
good, we're going to try a few different things and it 

makes it more fun. Actually a lot more fun. I'm 
excited, I know they are eyeballing me and I'm glad, 
it makes me play better." 

As atight end, DeAmato has caught 11 passes, six 
for touchdowns for 201 yards. And he has caught all 
kinds of passes, short over the middle, a 15-yard turn 
around or the long bomb as well. His hands are 
incredible, very soft as he can catch anything thrown 
at him no matter who covers him or where the ball 
is thrown. Against Masco, they set-up their defense 
to prevent DeAmato from catching the ball, and yet 
he did, scoring his second TD of the game. 

"If you run a good route, say for 15 yards and the 
quarterback throws a good ball, there's really no 
way you can cover that unless you tackle [the 
receiver as the ball is coming in]," he said 

The 6'0, 187-pounder said he has learned a lot 
about being a receiver by watching other receivers 
on the other end as a safety.

"T'm finally learning how to drop my hips [as a 
receiver]. And it's really easy to cover a guy if he 
just pumps his feet. It's harder to cover someone 
who drops his hips, because you see a lot of different 
techniques. And I like that. 

"Tewksbury runs a lot of different things, but 
Coach [Gary] Nihan prepares us for every game so 


that nothing I'll see will be a surprise," he added. 
As for the game, DeAmato hasn't come to terms 


that this is it for him, but hopes to go out with a bang, 
so he doesn't regret it. 

"I saw Richie Gillis the other day and he was 
saying that he wants to play football again because 
he didn't like the way he went out, losing 17-14. I'm 
not anyless nervous for this game then any other 
game we've had. 

"This will be the biggest game that I will played in. 
Newburyport and Masco were big, but this is it, this 
is Thanksgiving and this is it for me. I don't want to 
think about that until after the game. 

"Every day is just one less practice and still 40 
minutes of football. It's scary to think this is it. I 
don't want to go with regrets, I don't want to go like 
Richie did."

Over the years, DeAmato has been instrumental 
in the team's success. He's a very quit leader,-very 
intelligent, reads very well and reacts very well. As 
the team's safety, he calls the team's defensive 
plays, which will be much more difficult against the 
Red, who run a crazy offense. 

“Despite their record, they are still Tewksbury 
and it's still Thanksgiving and crazy things happen. 
They are a good team. If our offense and defense 
does what it's suppose to do, then we should do fine. 
If it doesn't, then we will be in trouble. 

"But they are still Tewksbury, they are not 
Chelmsford or Central, they are Tewksbury. They 
still have the 'Ts' on their helmets and we have never 
beaten them since I've been here and that's some- 
thing that I want to happen.

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Mark Morris the real deal

Mark Morris knows as well as anyone the shift in 
fortunes the TMHS football team has recently en- 
dured. The senior was a contributor at defensive 
end as a tenth grader on a team that won a Division 
2 Super Bowl. Now, just two seasons later, he’s tri- 
captain of a team with two wins 

Still, Morris is partial to this year’s group. This 
is his senior year, after all and he is a captain. All 
he needs to turn a 2-7 season into a perfect year is a 
win on Thanksgiving morning. 

“If we win on Thursday it’s going to save the 
whole season,” he said. “It’s a huge, huge game. We 
just have to forget about the season and concentrate 
on Thursday. Forget about the season-we’re play- 
ing in the Super Bowl now.” 

Morris has used that same approach week after 
week in rallying his teammates to keep plugging, 
keep working, keep fighting in spite of the mounting 
losses. Like all Septembers, the team started out 
with high hopes and looked pretty good. But the 
breaks just didn’t fall their way. 

For Morris, the low point came at Lawrence 
Veterans Stadium against powerful Central Catho- 
lic in the second-to-last league game. 

“We came in so pumped up for that game,” he 
said. “We came out flying and went up 7-0. Then in 
the second half they just took it to us. It was a big 
letdown.” 

As he has every week, Morris bounced back from 
that loss and another one the next week against 
Chelmsford and has set himself to helping fire up his 
teammates for Wilmington. He does it with words 
at practice and by example in games, where he 
plays a no-nonsense brand of football. 

“He gives you the same consistent effort all the

time,” said head coach Brian Aylward. “He’s just a 
special kid. He never saves anything. He leaves 
everything on the field. He comes off limping and 
dinged up and he’s right back at it on Monday.” 

Without as strong a supporting cast on defense, 
Morris has had a tougher time this year at end than 
he did in ’97. On the other hand, a similar situation 
on offense has given him more opportunities to 
catch the football and make plays. 


“His junior year he just had a phenomenal year 
on both sides of the ball,” said Aylward. “I feel that 
he’s the best receiving tight end in the league, but 


on the defensive side of the ball, he’s gone up 
against some much tougher blocking tight ends 
than he did a year ago.” 

While still effective on defense, he has positively 
glittered on offense this year. He leads the team 
with 24 catches and 360 receiving yards. ‘None of 
those have come in the end zone, but 18 of them (75 
percent) have resulted in first downs and nine of 
them have perpetuated touchdown drives. He is 
averaging 15 yards a catch, the product of that 
simple consistency 

“I’m enjoying this season at tight end,” Morris 
said. “I'm getting the ball a lot more than last year. 
I'm not very fast so I can’t put too many moves on 
people. I just catch the ball and run with it and 
hopefully run over somebody then get up and get 
ready for the next play.” 

Not surprisingly, Morris’ finest moments this 
year were a large part of arguably the highlight of 
the season for Tewksbury, when they nearly pulled 
off a huge upset over Lowell at Cawley Stadium 

Tewksbury rallied in the second half to go up 14- 
7, only to lose a heartbreaker 15-14 to a team that 
would eventually crack the top 20 in the state. For 
the go-ahead score, they marched 89 yards and used 
7:31 seconds over the third and fourth quarters to do 
it 

Morris caught four passes from junior QB Tommy 
Sullivan on the drive, all resulting in first downs. 
Morris had receptions of 20, 14, 19 and 13 yards. The 
first converted a critical third-and-nine from the 
Tewksbury 11-yard line. The last gave them a first- 
and-goal at the Lowell 10 

They were inspired connections between Sullivan 
and Morris and a repeat performance could repre- 
sent Tewksbury’s best chance of saving their sea- 
son on Thursday morning.

Not the biggest guy, but Deshler plays like one

The first thing you notice about Mike Deshler 
after a football game is his size - as in, “Where did 
that big kid wearing No. 67 go? This one seems to 
have shrunk.” The secret is that the Tewksbury High 
senior tri-captain just plays the game that much 
bigger than he is. 

“He makes the most of what God has given him,” 
says Redmen coach Brian Aylward. “He's worked 
himself into a very strong player and he needs every 
ounce of that because the kids he’s playedyagainst 
have outweighed him by 50 pounds all year long.” 

Deshler stands just 5’9" and weighs in at 190 
pounds, “which is pretty small for the positions I 
play,” he confirms. Those positions are offensive 
center and defensive tackle, where high school foot- 
ball players usually start in the 220 range: 

He never worries about the mismatch on the 
scales before any game however. Instead, he relies 
on speed, strength, technique and a love of the game 
to carry him through the battles in the trenches. 

“{ don’t even think about it at all,” he says of going 
up against bigger opponents week in and week out. “I 
try to use my quickness and technique to offset it.” 

That strategy works better on defense, where he 
can move arounda larger, slower offensive lineman. 
But on offense it gets a bit more difficult-he then has 
to move that same large person out of the way. 

“It's definitely easier getting around them than it 
is moving them,” he says. 

But either scenario is fine with Deshler, who is no 
stranger to hard work, whether ina game, a practice 
or the all-important preseason. 

“He’s been a great worker for us in the off- 
season,” says Aylward of Deshler’s weight room 
dedication. “He takes it as seriously as anybody we

have in the program and he is a leader by examnle.” 

That work ethic has produced a consistently posi 
tive attitude in Deshler, which has guided him through 
a last-minute position change in camp, an at-times 
trying season at that new position, and a 2-7 team 
record 

Deshler, after playing all along the line as a 
reserve last year, was slated to start at offensive 
guard and defensive tackle. Two other players were 
looked at as the centers. At the last minute, however 
one of them decided not to play football and the other 
suffered a serious back injury. Deshler found him 
self pressed into snapping duty 

“It took a little getting used to,” he says. “It's not 
bad. It’s different but it’s still fun. I find center to 
be the hardest of all the offensive line positions.” 

Aylward for one is proud of the adjustment Deshler 
has made. 

“He’s had to sacrifice for the team to play a 
position where he might not be as comfortable,” 
Aylward said. “That's leadership for you. Youmake 
sacrifices for the good of the team and that's what 
Mike Deshler is all about.” 

As far as the losing season, Deshler revels in just 
being out there. 

“It was a little tough at the beginning but it has 
gotten easier,” Deshler said of the season. “I justlike 
playing football. As long as I get to play I'll be 
happy.” 

He'll be a lot happier with a win on Thanksgiving 
Day, something he sees as a good possibility 

“That's like our Super Bowl,” he said. “It’s 
definitely a big game that will help out a lot if we win. 
That will make the season a little easier. I think 
we’ve got a good chance of winning.

When talking about the Wilmington High football 
history, it's hard to imagine that one Wildcat team 
compiled 202 points on offense and gave up just one 
single TD all season long. 

- It makes you wonder just how dominating, power- 
ful and spectacular the 1948 Wilmington High team 
really were. 

But what made that '48 team arguably the best 
team ever to put on the Blue and White uniforms of 
Wilmington was the duo of co-captain Bill Chisholm 
and Art "Buster" Spear who both scored ten touch- 
downs, nevermind, several other big guns including 
all-everything co-captain Paul Carpenter. 

Wilmington was undefeated that season at 8-0, and 
today they celebrate its 50th anniversary of one of the 
greatest high school football teams ever assembled. 

"It was the best team I had ever coached, nodoubt," 
said then head coach Anthony DeTeso, who resides in 
Stoneham now, "not because they were undefeated, 
but they gave up just six points in eight games. There 


were a ton of great athletes on that team, but many ° 


great students too. That's what made them so spe- 
cial." 

DeTeso served as head coach for two years, leav- 
ing as a 27-year-old social studies teacher/three-sport 
coach including baseball and basketball, and an unof- 
ficial athletic director, to become the head coach at 
Stoneham. He then became the head coach in Melrose 
before becoming their athletic director years later. 
So he seen his share of football teams and his share of 
athletes and those on that team, may be some of the 
best he's seen. 

"Paul Carpenter and Bill Chisholm were both 
selected first string on the All-Scholastic D Team (as 
Wilmington was not in a league then, they were 
considered too small in football) and they were both 
very, very good. Spear was a great, great fullback.

We had a great bunch of kids that year, Normie 
Stewart, Bob Woods, just so many of them," he said. 

Offensively, much like current head coach Bob 
Almeida's system, the '48 team used a Single Wing and 
T-formation system. Chisholm was known for his 
grittiness and intelligence, and he called all the plays. 
Although they had a quarterback in Jim Landers, the 
Wildcats of then used a variety of halfbacks to dish off 
passes including Spear. 

Defensively, no adjective can describe how they 
performed. It took five opponents just to get the ball 
past the 50-yard line into Wilmington's territory and

until the seventh game for someone to score on them. 
Usually all of the defenders hit so hard, they caused 
many turnovers, eluding to many offensive touch- 
downs like Carpenter did in the team's 12-0 win over 
Johnson High, now known as North Andover High. 
"We worked very well together," said Carpenter, 
the left guard who is a retired carpenter and still 
resides in Wilmington. "It was just a great team."

Donald O'Connell and Bill Calnan saw time in the 
backfield, while, Jimmie Tighe, Al Fiorenza, Paul 
Berrigan, Jim Starr, Paul Gearty and Bob Surrette 
also were starters on both offense and defense and all 
were part of the Wildcat two-way force. 

Elia, a 6-0, 150 pounder playing linebacker, on the 
team, "John Ritchie will never say this team was any 
good,” he joked about Ritchie serving on the 1939 
undefeated team. "We had so many big guys - Pipes 
was 200 pounds, Stewart was a big guy and Carpenter 
was one of the smallest guys on the team and he played 
like he was the biggest. 

"We might have had a stronger team the year 
before, but it was a team thing in '48 and that's why we 
were so good." 

Here's a synopsis on their remarkable season: 

» Wilmington 18, Burlington 0 — Landers scores two 
touchdowns on two QB sneaks, while, Spears adds the 
other; 

Wilmington 38, Ayer 0 — Chisholm scores first TD 
on a 60-yard lug and Spear adds second score minutes 
later intercepting a pass and taking it 70 yards. Chisholm 
added two more-scores and Landers totals three TD 
passes in the game as Wilmington chalked up 378 total 
yards to 33; 

Wilmington 13, Dracut 0 -- Spear tosses a TD and 
scores the other, while, Chisholm plays one of his best 
games with a painful charley horse; 

Wilmington 27, Westford 0 — Spear adds on his tear 
with two more scores, and O'Connell and Chisholm add 
one each; 

Wilmington 12, Johnson High (NA) 0 ~ The ‘Cats 
scored both touchdowns in the second half. Spear 
leads way with first touchdown, taking 13 carries for 
90 yards on one drive. Carpenter's massive hit forces 
a fumble where Boyland recovered and Chisholm 
scored; 

Wilmington 33, Millis 0 - Team remains unscored 
upon as Goss tosses one TD and scores on another to 
lead the way; 

Wilmington 7, Hanover 6 — Wilmington gets the 
ball after a fumble and Spear plunges in the lone 'Cats 
score. Johnson's big PAT was the game winner as 
Hanover became the lone team to score on them, 
coming late in the game. Chisholm made one of the 
better tackles, chasing a man down at the 1 after 
taking a pass some 67 yards; 

Wilmington 54, Tewksbury 0 — Wilmington com- 
plies season with a smashing win over winless Tewks- 

ry at the Town Common in Wilmington. The game 
was played at 2 pm on Armistice Day (now known as 

Veterans Day). 


Throughout it all, it's hard to pinpoint one team as 
being the best. However, this team overcame a lot of 
obstacles, including injuries. Landers, for one, ran his 
hand through a machine in a box factory about a year 
before the '48 season and his comeback to play football 
was considered a "miracle". DeTeso couldn't get over 
the play of Landers after the injury stating, "I never 
thought he'd be able to play football again," telling a 
local paper at the time. 

"But the doctors patched him up, sewed one of his 
fingers on again, and now he's out there blocking like 
a demon." 

Also Sadowski was hit with a severely sprained 
ankle and was in and out of the line-up, while 
Chisholm and others also had their share of bumps 
and bruises. But none of them kept them from playing. 

As for the stars this team had numerous athletes. 


Spear was an-outstanding-three-sport-star, excelling: - 


asa catcher witha a arm on the diamond and he 
was a true fullback. 

Chisholm wasa tailback and as quick and finesse as 
they came, while, Carpenter, Elia and Woods were all 
considered top of the notch players in their respective 
positions. Woods was a fine pass-receiver, and Pipes, 
who had some pipes of his own, was a monster at 
defensive tackle. Pipes was killed several years later 
in Korea 

Other members of the team included: Bryan Bedell,
